INTRODUCTION: 

During the summer of 1982, in its fourth 
year of recognition, acute equine diarrhea 
syndrome was named Potomac Fever. The 
name appears to have been given to the dis¬ 
ease because it was first recognized on farms 
along the Potomac river and Seneca creek in 
Montgomery county, Maryland. 

HISTORY: 

In the summer of 1979, a few cases of 
A.E.D.S. were reported as they occurred on 
farms along the Potomac river in Maryland. 
In each of the succeeding summers (1980, 
1981) this acute equine diarrhea malady ap¬ 
peared and each fall seemed to disappear, 
only to recur the following summer. 

The geographical recognition of A.E.D.S. 
began on farms along the Potomac river in 
Montgomery county in 1979 but by 1982 it 
was recognized in adjacent parts of Frederick 
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and Howard counties in Maryland. Also, re¬ 
ports of a disease entity believed to be 
A.E.D.S. were received from along tiie Sus¬ 
quehanna river valley in Pennsylvania and 
from a horse race track in southern Ohio. 

CLINICAL SIGNS: 

A typical case of A.E.D.S. would follow 
this sequence. 

On Tuesday evening animal would be off 
feed but woidd finally eat after an unusual 
delay. On Wednesday would refuse feed, be 
depressed and have a fever (102-102.5 de¬ 
grees F). Wednesday evening a veterinarian 
would be called to see the sick animal. 
Sounds indicating hyperactivity in the gut 
would be very evident, and the white blood 
cell count would be markedly low: 4,000- 
5,000 cells per milliliter of blood. On Thurs¬ 
day an acute "explosive" watery type diar¬ 
rhea would be evident. In approximately 
20% of the cases of A.E.D.S., founder (lami- 
nitis) has appeared, usually 3-4 days follow¬ 
ing the acute episode. 

TREATMENT: 

Since the cause of A.E.D.S. has not been 
identified specific treatment directed at the 
cause cannot be carried out. The next best 
thing is to direct treatment against the dis¬ 
ease signs of severe diarrhea and dehydra¬ 
tion; thus digestive tract protective m^ca- 
tions are given. Also large volumes of fluid 
are administered intravenously to combat 
the dehydration. 

EPIDEMIOLOGY (Disease Pattern) 

As stated earlier, A.E.D.S. is seen during 
the summer months. The attack rate is usu-

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ally low—often only one horse on a farm that 
has 20-50 animals. It is usually seen in ma¬ 
ture horses ranging in age from 4 to 20 years. 
Usually these animals are idle at the time of 
the disease episode. However, a history of 
possible stress due to transportation or par¬ 
ticipation in a horse show is common. Ap¬ 
proximately 25% of the horses affected with 
A.E.D.S. die. 

We believe that A.E.D.S. does occur in 
other geographical areas of the United 
States, however, although apparently not 
with enough horses involved that the dis¬ 
ease pattern is recognizable. 

It has been reported that recovered horses 
do not have recurrences when ''exposed" in 
subsequent summers. While it cannot be 
conclusively stated that it is not contagious, 
it would seem that it is not highly contagious 
as reflected in the low attack rate among 
horses at risk. A.E.D.S. appears similar to 
Colitis X, but the mortality rate is much 
higher with Colitis X. 

PERSPECTIVE: 

Investigations as to the cause and charac¬ 
teristics of A.E.D.S. were not really formal¬ 
ized unhl the summer of 1982, when limited 
epidemiological studies were done. How¬ 
ever, further investigations and studies are 
needed. Certain studies have revealed the 
presence of a virus, although it is not conclu¬ 
sive whether the virus is the causative agent 
or whether it is often found within the horse 
population and its presence is simply identi¬ 
fied due to intense scrutiny. 

The bacterium Salmonella, often a cause of 
a disease problem involving diarrhea, has 
not been identified even though three differ¬ 
ent laboratories have investigated the possi¬ 
bility of Salmonellosis. 

Investigations so far have not found a 
common thread that is woven into enough of 
these cases to identify the cause and to thus 
open the door to prevention or to specific 
treatments to cure A.E.D.S. 

That pioneering is often difficult is borne 
out with Potomac Fever. Meanwhile, inves¬ 
tigation in the field and at laboratories will be 
intensified to solve the problem of A.E.D.S. 
This will emphasize but not be limited to: (1) 


A more intense effort to collect and transport 
biological samples to laboratories. (2) En¬ 
couragement of prompt transport to a labo¬ 
ratory for a complete autopsy when horses 
die. (3) Intensification of investigative in¬ 
quiries as to conditions on farms that may 
contribute to A.E.D.S.

Up until Frank DeFrancis bought the Freestate Raceway three years ago, his 
name had attracted little attention in racing circles although he had owned a 
Thoroughbred racing stable since the mid 1950's with Henry S. Clark as one of 
his early trainers. 

But after he acquired the Washington boulevard harness track (formerly 
known as Laurel Raceway) in 1980, Frank DeFrancis grew and grew and grew in

name recognition. He quickly became rec¬ 
ognized as the state's most innovative race 
track owner while his Freestate promotions 
gained new harness fans for his once down¬ 
trodden track. 

As the track's owner, president and chair¬ 
man of the board, DeFrancis was and is in 
complete control. 

So why was this 55-year-old harness track 
executive standing in the winner's circle at 
Bowie after the running of the $50,000 Native 
Dancer Handicap late last month? 

The answer, of course, is that Mr. De¬ 
Francis shll maintains his Thoroughbred rac¬ 
ing stable, and the winner of the Native 
Dancer Handicap was Hail Emperor, a 5- 
year-old son of Graustark purchased by De¬ 
Francis in 1981. 

Says the retired international lawyer: "The 
thrill of racing is the same, no matter wheth¬ 
er it's trotting or running. I've been in love 
with the Thoroughbred sport since I was 12 
years old. And now I love harness racing, 
too, even though I've got to admit I knew 
little about it unril after I bought Freestate 
Raceway. 

"Both sports have the same basic prob¬ 
lems and the same basic rewards. 

"Because I'm at Freestate every night that 
we operate. I've naturally grown closer to 
the harness horses and the harness people. 
But I've never thought of dropping out of the 
Thoroughbred business—and now I'll prob¬ 
ably get into the breeding end of it when Hail 
Emperor goes to stud." 

Bom in Meriden, Conn., Mr. DeFrancis 
did both his undergraduate and law school 
work at Georgetown University. He later 
specialized in international law and for more 
than 20 years represented the Federal Re¬ 
public of West Germany as that nation's 
American counsel. He performed similar 
work for the Italian government for nearly 10 
years. 

"My secretary," says Mr. DeFrancis, 
"kept a log of my trips to Europe. She tells 
me I have made 201 trips there—200 by air¬ 
plane and one by boat. 

"I gave up my international accounts a few 
years ago because of illness. Had to undergo 
several major operations and recovered well. 


In fact, I feel better right now than I've felt in 
five or six years. 

"Two years ago I retired permanently as a 
lawyer. I was into corporate business invest¬ 
ments rather heavily and had three law firms 
on retainer. So I didn't see any need for me to 
be a lawyer any longer with three firms al¬ 
ready working for me." 

Mr. DeFrancis, who is divorced, maintains 
a home in Chevy Chase and an apartment in 
Washington. He has two children, Joe, 26, 
and Karin, 23. Joe practices law in Los An¬ 
geles, and Karin is a law school student at 
Georgetown. 

"I got hooked on racing," recalls De¬ 
Francis, "when I went on a fishing and 
camping trip with my father (still alive at age 
83) in 1939.1 was 12 years old, and the fishing 
wasn't all that much fun. You know, the 
dishes got dirty real quick, the fish didn't bite 
much, the mosquitoes did much biting and it 
was all something that left me disappointed. 

"So we were driving back to our home in 
Connecticut when we came to this big crowd 
of traffic and people. I asked my father what 
all the excitement was about, and he said, 
'Oh, that's a horse park.' Well, I wanted to 
see the horse park and he wasn't against it. 
So we paid our way into Rockingham Park. 

"I'm telling you, I wasn't there a half-hour 
before I got bitten by the bug. I loved it! The 
excitement, the color, betting my father's 
money! It was great. I decided then and there 
that the very first thing I'd do when I got rich 
was to buy myself a race horse." 

And DeFrancis's love affair with horse rac¬ 
ing carried through to his children. "Joe 
loves to go to the races," says his father. "In 
fact that's an understatement. He's wrapped 
up in the sport as a fan. And Karin is an avid 
rider. She's not showing now, but she used 
to as a child." 

Success for Mr. DeFrancis's racing stable 
did not come quickly. 

He suffered through years of occasional 
victories in claiming races until in 1971 he 
bought Stomp and Go from Christiana Sta¬ 
bles. The next year as a 3-year-old Stomp 

Star of DeFrancis's Thoroughbred stable 
is Native Dancer Handicap winner Hail Emperor, 
a 5-year-old by Graustark—Queen Empress. 
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and Go gave DeFrancis his first stakes vic¬ 
tory. That was Bowie's $20,000 Francis Scott 
Key and Henry S. Clark was the trainer. 

"I've had other stakes winners since 
then," says DeFrancis, "but none was as 
sweet as that first one. My other stakes win¬ 
ners are Enthused, Shady Countess and 
King of Mardi Gras—at least that's all I can 
remember right now, and, of course. Hail 
Emperor." 

Hail Emperor is trained by Jesus Andujar. 
He was purchased by DeFrancis in a three- 
horse package from Ogden M. Phipps in 


September, 1981. The other two (since sold 
by DeFrancis) were King of Mardi Gras and 
Jihad. 

Although he is 5 and has started 32 times. 
Hail Emperor had never competed in a 
stakes race prior to his winning effort in the 
Native Dancer. All of his races were in either 
allowance company or maiden special 
events and his record is a gem of con¬ 
sistency. The Native Dancer marked his 
fourth consecutive win. His lifetime record 
reads seven wins, 11 seconds and five thirds 
in 32 starts. 







DeFrancis continued 


Asked to explain Hail Emperor's recent 
brilliant form, Mr. DeFrancis said: "There 
are several factors but the most important is 
maturity. I think the Graustarks improve 
with age. I know this horse has." 

And not to be ignored in an appraisal of 
Hail Emperor is the horse's female family. 
He is out of Queen Empress (winner of 
$431,428, champion 2-year-old) by Bold 
Ruler (eight times America's leading sire). 
Queen Empress is a full sister to King Em¬ 
peror ($453,918) and the top sire What Luck. 

"I've turned down $400,000 for Hail Em¬ 
peror," says DeFrancis. "I don't intend to 
sell him. This fall I'll probably syndicate him 
for stud duty, and I hope the syndicate is 
Maryland-based. 

"I'll keep some shares in him. That means 
I'll have to buy some broodmares. I don't 
have any Thoroughbred mares right now, 
but I do have a substantial interest in 12 


harness fillies that will wind up as brood¬ 
mares." 

Obviously, DeFrancis is wrapped up in 
horse racing—runners, trotters and pacers. 

His biggest worry right now is survival of 
Maryland's harness industry. 

"Unless the state of Maryland reduces its 
taxation," says Freestate's owner, "there 
won't be any harness racing in Maryland two 
years from now. 

"We've got to get the legislature and the 
governor to understand our plight. Would 
they rather give up a few million dollars now 
in taxation or have hundreds of workers ad¬ 
ded to the unemployment lines? 

"Without any exaggeration, that's what 
the harness industry in Maryland is facing. 
Like Delaware Park (a Thoroughbred track), 
we're on the ropes. And when we close like 
Delaware Park did, it'll be too late for the 
government to change its mind." □

Billy Boniface Plans 
Return to Louisville 
With Derby Rimners

It has been 25 years since J. William Boni¬ 
face went to Churchill Downs for the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby. He was an exercise boy then for 
Calumet Farm. 

He intends to make a return visit this May, 
not as an observer but as trainer of a Ken¬ 
tucky Derby starter. 

Much has happened since 41-year-old 
Billy Boniface traveled to Churchill Downs in 
1957 and 1958 with the Calumet stable 
trained by Ben A. Jones. "We won both 
years," recalls the former president of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association. "It 
was Iron Liege in 1957 and Tim Tam in 1958. 
So if one of my colts wins this year, it'll mark 
three consecutive scores for me in the 
Derby." 

He says that with a laugh, of course. There 
is, after all, a bit of difference between being 
an exercise boy and a trainer. 

Right now, Boniface has three colts point¬ 
ed for the $250,000 mile and a quarter race to 
be run May 7. And he refuses to choose 
between them. 

The trio are Deputed Testamony, Parfaite- 
ment and Love to Laugh. All are stakes win¬ 
ners and two (Deputed Testamony and Love 
to Laugh) are Maryland-breds. Parfaitement 
was foaled and raised in Pennsylvania. 

"I'm planning to run the Maryland-breds 
in the $100,000 Federico Tesio Stakes at Pim¬ 
lico on April 16," says the Bel Air, Md., 


trainer. "I'll have a better line on them after 
that race. As for Parfaitement, I'll be shop¬ 
ping for a good race. I've nominated all three 
colts for almost everything, and I'm not op¬ 
posed to shipping long distances for a race." 

The three colts returned to Boniface's 
Bonita Farm on March 3 after five weeks at 
the Southern Pines, N.C., training center. 
Deputed Testamony and Parfaitement have 
not raced since December. Love to Laugh 
has been idle since October. 

While at Southern Pines, the colts were 
trained by Billy's father, the Baltimore Sun- 
papers' retired racing editor, William Boni¬ 
face, who has witnessed more than 35 Der¬ 
bies—all from the press box. 

Should any or all of the colts actually get to 
Louisville for the big race, there will unques¬ 
tionably be a vast turnout of owners, friends 
and relatives from Maryland. 

Commenting on the size of his rooting sec¬ 
tion, Billy Boniface noted that Francis P. 
Sears (one-half owner of Deputed Testa¬ 
mony, the other 50 per cent being owned by 
Boniface) is thinking about renting a house 
in Louisville. 

"At first," says Billy, "Mr. Sears talked 
about getting a railroad car. But the price was 

Trainer Billy Boniface, an exercise boy 
for Calumet when he saw the Derby 25 years ago, 
has three Derby candidates—Parfaitement, 
Love to Laugh and Deputed Testamony. 
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fantastic. He investigated it though, even 
went out to inspect one. Now we're thinking 
about a house. Twenty people could stay 
there. The best price we've had so far is 
$9,000 for five days use." 

Although Boniface declines to choose be¬ 
tween his three Derby nominees—the first 
he has ever nominated to the race—they 
were evaluated by the three-man panel 
which compiled the 1982 Experimental 
Handicap. The weight assignments for Boni¬ 
face's trainees were Parfaitement, 114; Love 
to Laugh, 107, and Deputed Testamony, 106. 

Parfaitement is owned by Mrs. Bernard J. 
Daney and was bred by the Black Gates Nur¬ 
sery Trust which is a Daney-owned opera¬ 
tion. He has made six starts (all at Keystone) 
and was five times a winner, earning 
$71,030. Three of his wins were in stakes. 


only one of which was restricted to Penn- 
sylvania-breds. 

The colt is by Halo out of Double Axle by 
The Axe 11. 

Love to Laugh was bred by Mr. and Mrs. 
H.L.(Chip)Landryandis owned by theLan- 
drys, Danny Doane and Boniface. He is a 
winner of three races from 11 starts and has 
earnings of $45,073. Although Love to 
Laugh's lone stakes tally occurred at Timon- 
ium ($20,000 Find Stakes), he also finished 
third in the Grade I $100,000 Sapling Stakes 
at Monmouth. The colt is by Grimaldi out of 
Loviana by Umbrella Fella. 

Deputed Testamony was bred in partner¬ 
ship by Bonita Farm and Mr. Sears. "I 
bought out Mr. Sears' interest in the colt's 
dam (Proof Requested by Prove It) right after 
Deputed Testamony was foaled," says Boni- 
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Boniface conrinued 

face. "And wouldn't you know it, she hasn't 
had a foal since!" 

Unlike Boniface's other two Derby nomi¬ 
nees, Deputed Testamony began his career 
in claiming races, running three times for 
tags ($22,500, $25,000 and $40,000). The son 
of Traffic Cop (a Bonita Farm stallion) 
seemed to improve with each start. His final 
1982 race was at the Meadowlands where he 
won the Play Palace Stakes by four lengths as 
11-10 favorite. Prior to that race, the colt with 
the misspelled name was second by a nose to 
Dbdeland Band in the $100,000 Maryland Ju¬ 
venile Championship at Laurel. 

Says Boniface, "The older he gets and the 
longer the distances, the better he runs." 

Asked why he had chosen winter quarters 
in Southern Pines instead of racing in Florida 
or California, Boniface gave three reasons: 

"First, they always seem to have a cough¬ 
ing epidemic in Florida that sidelines a lot of 
young horses at this time of the year. Sec¬ 
ond, I didn't want to send them where there 
would be a big change in temperature. I 
wanted them to be where it was fairly cold, 
but not cold enough to freeze the track. And 
third, I figured my horses might tail off if I

raced them in Florida. I don't want them to 
peak too soon or to tail off before the Derby. 1 
figure the way I've trained them that they'll 
be fresh and fit for the Derby instead of being 
sore and sour." 

Asked who will run the farm if he, his 
father, mother and wife go to Louisville for 
the first week of May, Billy said: "I've got 16 
people working for me on the farm, and I'm 
really proud of them. This is easily the best 
crew I've ever worked with since my father 
bought the farm more than 20 years ago. 
They all take pride in their work, and I don't 
have the slightest worry about letting them 
run it for a week or so. 

"It's a fairly large operation. Right now 
we've got 150 horses here including four 
stallions. Fortunately, Dad and my oldest 
son (Billy) are full time workers. Billy is in 
charge of the breeding end of the operation, 
and Dad jumps in wherever he's needed. 

"And I've got four more children who are 
younger than Billy (18). Kevin (16) goes to 
school but he's a top exercise boy. Kim (15) 
runs the yearling bam during the summer. 
John (13) helps a lot at different jobs and so 
does Bonita (11). 

"All in all, it's pretty much a family pro¬ 
ject—and every last one of them wants to go 
to Louisville for the Derby." □

House Leads 
Ralph Bothne 
Into Horses

^A^hen he bought Brig. Gen. James P.S. 
Devereux's farm in the Worthington Valley 
two years ago, Ralph E. Bothne knew virtu¬ 
ally nothing about horses. 

President of Electronic Modules Corpora¬ 
tion, a rapidly-expanding manufacturing 
conglomerate in Hunt Valley, Mr. Bothne 
was mostly looking for a grand home—a 
place where he could live and conduct meet¬ 
ings and entertain business associates in 
style. 

But along with the elegant old house on 
Mantua Mill road came 26 acres of bucolic 
horse farm. And what's a horse farm without 
horses? 

Right off Mr. Bothne agreed to purchase 
from General Devereux a broodmare, her 
weanling colt, and a share in Turn to Reason. 

Ralph Bothne might not have had any ex¬ 
perience with race horses, but he had always 
liked them, always been attracted to the 
sport. In the short time since then, he has 
fallen head over heels in love. 


The second largest buyer at the Maryland 
Sales Agency's 1983 Winter Mixed Sale, with 
purchases totaling $98,500, Mr. Bothne now 
hopes to develop one of the state's leading 
breeding and racing stables. 

He plans to put together both a "large 
broodmare operation with classy stock" and 
a first-class stable operation over the next 
few years. Someday in the not-too-far-off 
future, he expects to retire and devote all of 
his time to raising and racing horses. 

"I'm inching my way into the business," 
comments the 53-year-old former Oregon¬ 
ian, estimating the current worth of all his 
stock at $200,000. He has 14 horses in train¬ 
ing at the old Marlboro race track, and sev¬ 
eral broodmares and younger horses on his 
farm. "I'm still leading up to what I plan to 
do. I'll probably acquire more land in Mary¬ 
land. . . Eventually I hope to have my own 
computerized system for bloodline analysis. 
Right now I'm building the data base for a 
home computer that will help me claim hard¬ 
hitting mares off the race track." 
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Bothne continued 


Unpretentious in both his manner and ap¬ 
pearance, Ralph Bothne is, from his own 
account, a prototype of a self-made man. 

Brought up by his grandparents on a 
"'stump ranch" in the backwoods of Wash¬ 
ington state, he was never sent to school as a 
child. 

"My grandfather turned to my grand¬ 
mother one day when I was about ten years 
old, and asked her if I could read. She said 
yes. Then he asked if I could do math. And 
she said yes. She had taught me herself. That 
was the only time my education was ever 
discussed," recalls Mr. Bothne. 

His grandfather worked as a cook in the 
logging mills; he was also one of the original 
"Wobblies"—the nickname given to mem¬ 
bers of the Industrial Workers of the World, 
one of the first labor unions to advocate the 
cause of the unskilled worker. 

"There was always plenty of work to do 
around the farm, and I was pretty well oc¬ 
cupied by that until I had a disagreement 
with my grandparents when I was about 13 
years old," says Mr. Bothne. 

"I left home and went to Seattle (Wash.) 
for a while. Then I moved in with a Russian 
family in the Aleutian Islands; I had been 
close friends with their youngest son." 

At the age of 20 Ralph married and settled 
in Portland (Ore.), where he went to work 
for the Southern Pacific Company as an ap¬ 
prentice electrician. Within a few years he 
had become a master electrician. He started 
his own business, making control systems. 
(A control system regulates the equipment 
used in a manufacturing process.) 

Then he began to appreciate how much his 
lack of education was holding him back. "I 
ran up against technology I couldn't under¬ 
stand; I felt like I was spinning my wheels," 
he says. 

Mr. Bothne was active in his union and in 
local politics at the time. Partly through 
those connections, he was able to "bluff" his 
way into the University of Oregon without a 
high school credit to his name—at the ripe 
old age of 29. 

He began college, attending classes in the 
day and working as an electrician at night. 

Bothne bought Wexford because the house 
suited his purposes and then decided to continue 
raising Thoroughbreds on its 26 acres as 

former owner Gen. J.P.S. Devereux had done. 


After two years at Oregon State University 
he was awarded a scholarship. He received a 
degree in electrical engineering from Oregon 
State, and went on to take graduate courses 
at the University of Washington. 

From there, he apparently took off like a 
rocket within the electronics industry. 

Mobil Oil Company hired him to help put 
in a computerized control system at a refin¬ 
ery: "It was a big control system, one of the 
first 1800's," explains Mr. Bothne, who was 
in charge of all the instrumentation for the 
project. 









As soon as that project was finished, he 
went to work for the Foxboro Company, in 
Foxboro, Mass.—"the world's largest sup¬ 
plier of control systems." At Foxboro, Mr. 
Bothne became manager of Systems Engi¬ 
neering, with responsibility for all digital 
systems. 

In 1971-1972, he left Foxboro and returned 
to the West Coast, founding his own control 
systems and manufacturing representative 
engineering firm in Portland, Ore. 

"I had become a total workaholic by then," 
allows Mr. Bothne. He and his wife sepa¬ 
rated soon after they moved back to Oregon. 


They have two daughters, aged 21 and 24, 
both living on the West Coast. 

Electronic Modules Corporation was a 
small company when it lured Mr. Bothne to 
Maryland in 1974. "They wanted to expand, 
so we started putting in process control sys¬ 
tems," explains Mr. Bothne. "The company 
has grown about 150 per cent every year; 
now we're a major comperitor in an industry 
that includes such major companies as Hon¬ 
eywell, Foxboro and Westinghouse." 

Hard work is the only explanation Mr. 
Bothne gives for his success. 










Bothne continued 

''Until two years ago all I knew about 
Maryland was work and the airport; I lived in 
a condominium and I never saw anyone or 
did anything that wasn't related to my job," 
says Mr. Bothne, who still lives alone except 
for a housekeeper. "Finally I raised my head 
up from work and looked around, and I 
started becoming really interested in this 
area of the country. I started sailing. This is 
really a wonderful state. Now I think of my¬ 
self as a Marylander." 

This year Mr. Bothne started taking riding 
lessons at Garrison Forest School, and he 
hopes to ride "seriously," maybe even fox¬ 
hunt, by next fall. "I'm about to learn to 
jump. Instead of worrying about how to get 
through the gates, I want to be able to jump 
over the fences," he remarks. 

According to Mr. Bothne, he is known in 
the business world as a "tough egg." He has 
a policy of working hard and expecting his 
fellow employees to do the same, but "at 
EMC we make a policy of sharing the re¬ 
wards of the hard work," he says. 

Conference room was built at Wexford for use of 
Electronic Modules Corporation, a manufacturing 
conglomerate of which Ralph Bothne is president. 


"With horses, I like to be involved with a 
lot of the day to day work myself. I don't 
want some big-name trainer who will make 
all the decisions on his own," he explains. 
And as if to prove his point, he has hired a 
former groom named Harvey Page as his 
trainer. John Gisiner, a young former jockey, 
serves as his advisor and potential farm 
manager. 

Mr. Bothne does not feel particularly en¬ 
couraged by the way he has been received in 
racing. "You'd think they would be glad to 
have new blood (in the industry). And yet, 
we were turned down recently when we ap¬ 
plied for 15 stalls at Timonium. 

"Most of my horses are 2 and 3-year-olds, 
so of course they're unproven. But mostly 
they're by sires such as Anticipating, Gros- 
hawk. King Emperor, Turn to Reason and 
Bold Monarch and out of good mares. I feel 
like I've put my money where my mouth is, 
and I'm not getting support," he says. 

"But I plan to hang in there. As an en¬ 
gineer I learned how important it is to ask 
about something you don't know. I've 
learned to ask about horses. I don't plan to 
go rushing off, doing this on my own. I'm 
trying to be as objective as I can be. And I 
really truly love this business." □

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Green Willow Grows 
In Size and Quality

The 12-acre Carroll county cornfield that 
Carolyn Rauck Green bought 16 years ago 
has expanded into a 200-acre horse farm 
with seven bams and four stallions, one 
of them the new success Masked Dancer. 
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Green Willow Farms began 16 years ago 
on a 12-acre cornfield in Carroll County. It is 
now a large breeding operation where Caro¬ 
lyn and Ronnie Green stand four stallions 
which will cover approximately 120 mares 
this spring. 

Rock'n Rollick, Dancing Master, Nearly on 
Time and Masked Dancer all make their 
home at Green Willow. But of the four only 
the syndicated Masked Dancer is owned pri¬ 
marily by the Greens. Masked Dancer's first 
crop debuted last year. Five of his six foals to 
race were winners, making him the state's 
third leading freshman stallion, behind the 
deceased Sir Jason and Gala Harry. 


Though Masked Dancer has had only one 
crop to race, his prospects for success at stud 
are excellent. Carolyn and Ronnie have kept 
an eye on his progeny and are confident that 
more of his 20 3-year-olds will soon surface 
locally. And Mrs. Green is even more en¬ 
thusiastic about Masked Dancer's 34 2-year- 
olds. "His second crop should be even better 
than his first, since he got a better group of 
mares that year," notes Carolyn. 

The success which the Greens now enjoy 
with Masked Dancer is no accident. It results 
from their unrelenting dedication to Green 
Willow—a project which consumes nearly 
all their time and energy. And like other 



Masked Dancer began 1983 on an even 
stronger note. His daughter Holiday Dancer, 
a filly the Greens bred in partnership with 
Carolyn's brother William Rauck, was sec¬ 
ond to No Body Else's in the Cameo Stakes 
on January 1. A little more than a month later 
she scored her first stakes win—and the first 
for her sire—in Bowie's Free State Stakes 
(the same race in which Singing Susan was 
fatally injured). And Holiday Dancer 
notched her second consecutive win when 
she defeated Spring to Victory by three 
lengths in the Bryn Mawr Stakes at Keystone 
on February 26. 

Meanwhile, Masked Dancer got another 
stakes horse when his daughter Masked Ro¬ 
mance was third in the Old Hat Stakes at 
Gulfstream in January. 


horsemen, Ronnie and Carolyn have had 
their share of disappointments along the 
way. 

Masked Dancer was the second stallion 
the Greens bought and syndicated. The first 
was Frontage. And he ranks as the biggest 
washout in the short history of Green 
Willow. 

The Greens kept Frontage, a beautifully 
bred son of Never Bend out of the St. Paddy 
mare ’^Irish Meadow II, from 1976 through 
1982. Though he had been retired due to 
injury after his second start, Carolyn and 
Ronnie counted on his looks and pedigree to 
work for him at stud. They didn't. 

"Frontage was a miserable failure," Caro¬ 
lyn frankly admits. "He produced beautiful 
foals but they couldn't run. Some of his foals 
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Green Willow continued 

wound up running in claimers at Charles 
Town. We gave him every opportunity. He 
got good mares and we kept him for five 
years. 

"He's in Venezuela now, but as far as I'm 
concerned he could be at the South Pole," 
says Carolyn with a look of hurt and disgust 
on her face. "He did have 11 juvenile win¬ 
ners in 1981," she grudgingly admits, "But 
he never sired a stakes horse." 

"Even our first stallion, old Jaradara, had a 
stakes winner and a stakes-placed horse," 
adds Ronnie. 

The same month they dispatched Front¬ 
age to South America, the Greens lost their 
promising stallion Round n Mellow. Like 
Frontage, Round n Mellow was an attractive 
horse with a fine pedigree and a poor race 
record. A Spendthrift-bred son of Round 
Table and Mellow Marsh, Round n Mellow 
had sold for $410,000 at Keeneland as a year¬ 
ling, bringing the third highest bid of the 
sale. But he failed to place in any of his five 
starts in France or North America. 
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Round n Mellow stood only one full sea¬ 
son at Green Willow before suffering a 
stroke. The Greens had to put him down in 
May of last year. His first foals are now year- 
lings. 

The Greens acquired Masked Dancer from 
Spendthrift in 1978. And, once again, they 
sacrificed a race record for looks and breed¬ 
ing. But it appears that the gamble will pay 
off this time. 

A son of Nijinsky II, Masked Dancer is a 
half-brother to the Group III stakes winner 
Raise a Lady and to Who's to Know, an 
added-money winner and stakes producer. 
He descends from the well-known Myrtle- 
wood and thus belongs to the same family as 
Seattle Slew and Mr. Prospector. 

Unlike Frontage and Round n Mellow, 
Masked Dancer never raced. He severely 
damaged his foot as a youngster when he 
stepped on a nail. "The people at Spend¬ 
thrift tried to get him back in training, but the 
foot never grew right," explains Carolyn. 

Masked Dancer stood his first season at 
Green Willow for $750. His fee is now $2,500. 
"He's booked full this year, as he was last 
year," says Carolyn. "We try to keep our fees 
low enough to get plenty of mares. In fact 
this year, we won't be able to breed some of 
our own mares to him because we've had so 
much outside interest." 

Carolyn has worked with horses since 
childhood when she showed Arabians. After 
high school she became a secretary and pur¬ 
chased 12 acres near Westminster, Md., 
where she built a house and a barn. With the 
help of her brother William Rauck, she 
eventually expanded the farm to include 100 
acres. 

"I used to call up Harold Ferguson at Saga¬ 
more all the time asking him to send me any 
boarders he couldn't handle," Carolyn re¬ 
members. "I was so naive. He must have 
gotten a real laugh out of that—me handling 
Sagamore's excess. I kept bugging Fergy and 
he finally offered me a job in the office there. 

I was at Westinghouse at the time and took a 
cut in pay to go to Sagamore, but it was 
worth it."

Probably during her four-year stint at 
Sagamore Carolyn developed her taste for 
finely-bred horses. "I learned a great deal 
about pedigrees while I was there, and 1 got 
used to good horses," she says. "It was hard 
for me to accept lesser stock when we started 
to breed our own horses." 

Ronnie grew up raising cattle and went to 
work for the Reisterstown Veterinary Center 
after high school. And on a call to Green 
Willow with Dr. Wendell Loomis he and 
Carolyn met. They have been married for 10 
years. 

Ronnie's farming experience and his nine 
years of veterinary work complement Caro¬ 
lyn's knowledge of pedigrees and horse 
management. But their most important qual¬ 
ity may be their zeal for their work. And it 
shows. 

Green Willow has grown and improved at 
a geometric rate. The Greens board 25 mares 
there and own another 15 themselves. They 
doubled the size of the farm last year when 
they bought another 100 acres of adjoining 
land. Seven bams now stand on the prop¬ 
erty and Ronnie leases another 200 acres 
where he grows 75 per cent of the feed con¬ 
sumed at Green Willow. He also raises a 
small herd of Polled Herefords, which he 
grazes after the horses as part of the farm's 
parasite control program. 

Carolyn and Ronnie live in the same mod¬ 
est rancher that Carolyn built when she first 
moved there. They constantly plow their 
profits and energies back into the farm. They 
have no children and since Carolyn hasn't 
the time, her mother, Myrtle Rauck, helps 
out by doing the cooking for the three of 
them. 

Though they now employ eight people, 
either Ronnie or Carolyn is always present 
when a mare is bred or a foal is delivered. A 
closed-circuit television system allows them 
to monitor the mares in their foaling bam at 
night. And Ronnie's parents help out by 
manning the T. V. thre^ evenings a week. 

Since they started breeding horses Ronnie 
and Carolyn have constantly worked to up- 
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grade their stock. "When we started out," 
says Ronnie, "none of our mares was worth 
more than $250." Now the Greens own five 
"keep mares"—mares whose quality suits 
them for the time being. 

One of those is an aging mare named 
Sticks n' Stones of whom Ronnie and Caro¬ 
lyn are especially proud. "Sticks n' Stones 
had a fertility problem" Carolyn recalls. 
"When we had her biopsied we were told 
that her chances of carrying a foal to term 
were five per cent. But she is due to deliver a 
Round n Mellow foal early this month." 

In fact. Green Willow's conception rate is a 
good 87 per cent. The Greens credit that 
success to keeping a careful watch on their 
mares and to their close work with their vet¬ 
erinarian, Dr. James Morgan. 

Another important Green Willow mare is 
Finest Colleen, a half-sister to the dam of 
Green Forest, and other "keep mares" are 
Slip o' Satin, the dam of stakes-placed Satin 
Dancer, and Brightly Shining, a half-sister to 
Rock'n Rollick and Command Control. 

The Greens are constantly buying and 
selling stock in Maryland, Florida and Ken¬ 
tucky. As well as breeding their mares to the 
farm stallions they send some to sires like 
Hagley, El Gran Capitan and Restless Na¬ 
tive. 

"Our goal," explains Carolyn "is to even¬ 
tually own a small band of quality brood¬ 
mares. But we can't do that yet. You have to 
get big before you can afford to get small." □

Angel Cordero Elected 

Angel Cordero, who has amassed purse 
earnings of more than $72 million in 21 years 
of riding, has been elected to the National 
Jockeys Hall of Fame, it was announced by 
Herman Cohen, president of the Maryland 
Jockey Club, whi^ founded and houses the 
unit at Pimlico race course. 

Cordero edged Ron Turcotte in a close 
vote of the Selection Committee, comprised 
of heads of North American Thorou^bred 
racing groups and leading members of the 
media. 

Cordero received a total of 119 points from 
40 ballots cast, compared with 104 for Tur¬ 
cotte. The points garnered were based on a 
5-3-1 system for first through third places. 

Five were nominated in earlier balloting of 
the committee. In addition to Cordero and 
Turcotte, others named were Sandy Haw¬ 
ley, receiving 54 points in the final baUot;

others—Bill Shoemaker and Laffit Pincay 
Jr.—^who are still active. Cordero, Shoe¬ 
maker and Pincay are the only three riders 
whose career purse winnings exceed $72 
million. 

The National Jockeys Hall of Fame was 
started in 1955 when Eddie Arcaro, Earl 
Sande and George Woolf were elected. 
Others inducted later were Johnny Long- 
den, Isaac Murphy, Tod Sloan, Ted Atkin¬ 
son, Walter Miller, Sonny Workman, La- 
veme Fator, Snapper Garrison, James Mc¬ 
Laughlin, Mack Gamer, Carroll Shilling, 
Johnny Loftus, Pony McAtee, Joe Notter, 
Steve Brooks, Bill Hartack, Johnny Adams, 
Jackie Westrope and Braulio Baeza. 

Cordero won an Eclipse Award as the na¬ 
tion's top jockey for his riding exploits in 
1982, setting a one-year money record of 
$9,702,520, the first ever to exceed $9 million. 
He lost the races-won title to Pat Day on the 
last day of the year, 399 to 397. It was the 
second time he had won the money title. 

Turcotte, who received 14 first-place votes 
against 18 for Cordero, gained the spotlight 
in 1972 with Riva Ridge and in 1973 with 
Triple Crown winner Secretariat. He rode for 
18 years before an injury from a spill at Sara¬ 
toga in 1978 left him paralyzed in both legs. 
He was the nation's leading stakes-winning 
jockey in 1972 and 1973. 



Cordero will be inducted in the Hall of 
Fame May 20 at the traditional Alibi Break¬ 
fast at Pimlico on the day preceding the 108th 
running of the prestigious Preakness Stakes. 

Woodlawn Vase's Value 

The ornate and magnificent Woodlawn 
Vase, 123-year-old historic perpetual trophy 
of the Preakness Stakes at Pimlico, has been 
reappraised and is valued at $1 million, ac¬ 
cording to Herman Cohen, president of the 
Maryland Jockey Club, which operates Pim¬ 
lico. 

The appraisal of the antique 34-inch 30- 
pound silver vase was done by Kirk-Stieff 
Company, a Baltimore silversmith concern 
which had put a value of $750,000 on it when 
it was last appraised in 1980. It is believed to 
be the most valuable trophy in American 
sports. 

"It's one of a kind, and like a famous paint¬ 
ing, it can't be replaced at any cost." Charles 
C. Steiff, executive vice president of Kirk- 
Stieff, said. 

"It's really difficult to put a price on some¬ 
thing as unique and as rich in heritage as this 
trophy," he said. "It's not just the silver, it's 
the craftsmanship, the beauty, and its age. I 
think we're being conservative by valuing it 
at $1 million." 

Stieff said he has been involved in the 
silver business all his life and bases his ex¬ 
pertise on the knowledge he has acquired 
working with silversmiths and antiques. 

"If we had the men to duplicate such a 
trophy, it would take a year to remake it, but 
then we would need very skilled workmen 
for spinning, casting, silversmithing, brais¬ 
ing and hand chasing," Stieff said. 

"Besides, we won't have the original 
drawings to work from, and that's an im¬ 
portant part of the work," he said. 

Horse Education Offered 

Cecil Community College in North East, 
Md., is currently developing a professional 
equine training program.

Working in cooperation with the Fair Hill 
Corporation, the college is putting together 
an intensive six-month program designed to 
train professional horse personnel, includ¬ 
ing hot walkers, grooms and barn foremen. 

Although the first classes will be geared 
towards individuals who will work at the 
Fair Hill Training Center, the college plans to 
expand the course to include other areas of 
the horse industry later. 

Students will attend three hours of lec¬ 
tures and four hours of labs every day, five 
days a week, with rotating schedules on 
weekends. The program is organized into six 
separate courses, entitled Equine Anatomy 
and Physiology I and II, Horse Management, 
Movement and the Horse, Equine Health 
Care and Race Track Procedures. 

Lectures will cover anatomy, physiology, 
nutrition, parasitology, lameness, exercise 
physiology and basic equine health care. The 
basic principles of stable management and 
personnel relations will be discussed as they 
apply to the racing stable, as well as the rules 
and regulations of the racing industry. 
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Laboratories will involve developing 
hands-on experience in handling race hors¬ 
es, working in stables, participation in con¬ 
formation and lameness clinics, preparing 
horses for races and field trips to various 
equine facilities in the area. 

The purpose of the program is to turn out 
professional equine personnel who are: 

Experienced—able to handle highly con¬ 
ditioned, excitable animals in all situa¬ 
tions; able to perform required duties 
easily with little supervision. 

Educated—has a basic understanding of 
how the horse's body and mind func¬ 
tion, and a technical understanding of 
lamenesses, illnesses and treatments. 

Knowledgeable—able to apply education 
to practical situations, demonstrating 
deductive reasoning and common sense. 

Cooperative—able to function as part of a 
team. 

The course is scheduled to start August 1, 
pending state and college approval. For fur¬ 
ther information contact Norine Spanos at 
Cecil Community College, 1000 North East 
road.

Kentucky, New York, Connecticut, Pennsyl¬ 
vania, South Carolina, Maryland and Dela¬ 
ware. The exhibit will focus on three themes: 
early American racing trophies, their Euro¬ 
pean antecedents and the original silver 
pieces at Winterthur that serve as prototypes 
for the point-to-point trophies. 

Among the exhibition highlights will be a 
two-foot tall urn made by Charles A. Burnett 
in Washington, D.C., about 1810. The um, 
known as the South Carolina Jockey Club 
Gold Cup, was last won in the 1850's by 
Colonel Wade Hampton II of Columbia, S.C. 
The cup has remained in his family ever 
since that pre-Civil War race. It now serves 
as the presentation trophy for the Colonial 
Cup, an international steeplechase estab¬ 
lished 14 years ago in Camden, S.C. 

The earliest known racing trophy, a silver 
porringer made by Peter van Inburgh in New 
York between 1710 and 1725, will be includ¬ 
ed. It is part of Yale University's Mabel Brady 
Garvan Collection. Another early trophy, 
important in its own right as a skillfully de¬ 
signed and executed silver object, is a bowl 
made by John Inch of Annapolis, Md., in

1743; it will be lent by the Baltimore Museum 
of Art. 

One of the most famous presentation tro¬ 
phies in this exhibit will be the Belmont Cup, 
an 1869 punch bowl created by Tiffany & Co. 
in New York. It is presented each year for the 
Belmont Stakes, racing's third leg of the Tri¬ 
ple Crown. 

Another work is a silver pitcher won by 
the famous horse Lexington. Gamer and 
Winchester fashioned the trophy in 1853, in 
Lexington, where it now resides in the col¬ 
lection of the Kentucky State Historical So¬ 
ciety. 

The charitable foundation, Delaware Park 
Inc., recently gave Winterthur two early 
19th-century English trophies. The Tom 
Roby Steeplechase and the Leonard Rich¬ 
ards Stakes silver presentation pieces will be 
included in this special exhibit. 

The Winterthur point-to-point will con¬ 
tinue its tradition of presenting the owners 
of a winning horse with a trophy adapted 
from a silver object in the collection. The 
trophy is held until the next mnning of the 
race. Owners also receive as a keepsake a 
sterling silver adaptation of a silver tobacco 
box made in Albany, N.Y., in 1776, and dis¬ 
played at Winterthur in the Queen Anne 
dining room. These museum prototypes will 
also be included in the exhibit.

Maryland-breds placed one, two in the first divi¬ 
sion of the Grade III Canadian Turf Handicap at 
Gulfstream on February 5. Mrs. Henry Paxson's 
homebred gelding Data Swap defeated Northrop, 
Maryland's 1982 champion 3-year-old colt, by a 
length and a quarter. 

Bayard Sharp's Northrop set the pace in the Cana¬ 
dian, which was run over a yielding course at 
about a mile and a sixteenth. Data Swap was rated 
off the pace and encountered traffic problems ear¬ 
ly in the race. But on the final turn he rallied on the 
outside and caught Northrop 70 yards from the 
wire. Wicked Will was third, two and a quarter 
lengths behind Data Swap. Time for the race was 
l:47y5—six seconds slower than the course record 



and % of second longer than the winning time of 
Super Sunrise (GB) in division two. 

Data Swap, who won the Grade III Longfellow 
Handicap on the grass in 1981, also placed in the 
Jersey Blues Handicap that year. In January of last 
vear, he was third in the Royal Palm Handicap and 
he has amassed earnings of $232,891 since he be¬ 
gan racing as a 3-year-old. He performs best on 
the turf, all 11 of his victories having come from 
his 21 starts on grass. 

Data Swap ran eleventh in the 1982 version of the 
Canadian Turf Handicap and following that dis¬ 
appointing performance he underwent surgery to 
remove chips from his knee. The 6-year-old geld¬ 
ing returned to racing last December and won 
three consecutive starts before finishing fourth to 
Field Cat in the second division of the Grade I Pan 
American Handicap, which was run at a mile and 
a half over a good course, in March. 

Data Swap was foaled at Edgar Lucas's Helmore 
Farm in Woodbine, Md., where Mrs. Paxson kept 
his sire Quid Pro Quo until Lucas sold that farm to 
Jerold Hoffberger three years ago. From 64 start¬ 
ers Quid Pro Quo has sired four stakes winners, 
all of which were bred by Adele Paxson. The stal¬ 
lion stands now at Shoenbom Brothers Farm near 
Climax, N.Y., fora fee of $2,500. 

Mrs. Paxson won an Eclipse award as the nation's 
leading breeder in 1980 and in 1978 her homebred 
filly Candy Eclair was co-champion 2-year-old 
filly with It's in the Air. Candy Eclair produced her 
first foal, a ’^Forli colt, this spring.

A complete dispersal of horses owned by 
Mr. and Mrs. Ephraim Winer's Hill-N-Dale

Spendthrift, represented by its general 
manager John Williams, purchased the sales 
topper (Overwhelm), a 3-year-old filly and a 
yearling filly. All three are daughters of Rest¬ 
less Native. The 3-year-old and yearling are 
full sisters, being out of the broodmare 
Queen of the Seas. 

Mr. Williams flew to Maryland from Ken¬ 
tucky on the first day of the sale, accompa¬ 
nied by several other Lexington horsemen. 
All of his purchases were made during Sun¬ 
day's opening session. 

Mr. Bothne, a newcomer to the Maryland 
horse scene, bought 11 head, all of them on 
the first day. His purchases included three 
broodmares, two yearlings, four 2-year-olds 
and two 3-year-olds. Prices ranged from a 
high of $17,500 (for the broodmare My Girl 
Sloopy) to $2,000 (for a 2-year-old filly). 

Mr. Bothne is a computer company execu¬ 
tive who two years ago purchased the farm 
on Mantua Mill road owned by Brig. Gen. 
James P.S. Devereux. (An article on Mr. 
Bothne can be found on page 38.) 

Because of the heaviest snowfall in recent 
years, format for the two-day auction was 
altered. The snow fell all day and night on 
Friday (Feb. 11), paralyzing the entire East¬ 
ern Seaboard. 



The sale had been scheduled for Saturday 
and Sunday (Feb. 12 and 13). But there was 
no chance of conducting any public event in 
the Baltimore area on Saturday. 

After conferring with his sales partner, the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association, the 
MSA's president, William G. Christmas, de¬ 
cided to shift the Saturday session to Mon¬ 
day and to conduct the Sunday sale on Sun¬ 
day as scheduled. 

Because of this change, the first horse in 
the ring when the sale began at 2:30 p.m. on 
Sunday was Hip No. 151. 

The fact that the sale was able to begin on 
Sunday was a tribute to the cleanup work 
accomplished by the MSA's staff and 
friends. Particularly noteworthy was the 
around-the-clock use of snowmoving equip¬ 
ment by Joe Winkler of Bradshaw, Md. Mr. 
Winkler is a breeder, owner and trainer who 
also owns and operates a small excavating 
firm. Said Christmas: "Without Joe, we'd

from their farms. As a consequence, all of the 
consignors so affected were given the oppor¬ 
tunity to sell on Monday night. 

Quite remarkably, the Sunday session did 
not suffer for a lack of customers. The 850 
seats were about 75 per cent occupied and, as 
usual, another 200 to 300 persons roamed the 
pavilion and stable area. 

Monday's session was business as usual. 

Reviewing the sale, Christmas said: "It 
was a good sale that would have been better 
had the weather been normal. There's no 
question that the snow hurt us, but the peo¬ 
ple who really wanted to be there made it. 
John Williams and Joe Johnson, for example, 
flew in on Sunday from Kentucky. And 
there were a lot of people who bid by tele¬ 
phone." 

During the two days, 332 horses passed 
through the ring. Of these 80 were returned 


to their consignors as Reserves Not At¬ 
tained. The percentage of RNA's was 24— 
compared to 19 per cent at the same sale last 
year. 

The average price was 57,461 compared to 
510,594 in 1982. This decline of $3,133 per 
head was attributable more to the quality of 
the catalogue, said Christmas, than to the 
snowstorm. 

"Last year," he added, "we had three 
horses plus one stallion share which brought 
in excess of 5100,000. Unfortunately, that 
kind of quality wasn't offered this time. And 
except for last year, this was the highest av¬ 
erage for any February sale ever held in 
Maryland, not including the duPont disper¬ 
sal of 1966." 

Harold Ferguson, manager of Alfred Van¬ 
derbilt's Sagamore Farm, confirmed Christ¬ 
mas's evaluation of the sale. As agent for the 
37 horses and three stallion shares sold by 
Hill-N-Dale Farm, Mr. Ferguson said: "Mr. 
Winer and I were quite pleased. I had ap¬ 
praised his horses before the sale, and they 
actually brought more than I had predicted— 
and I did my appraisal before the snowstorm 
was even mentioned by weather forecasters."

Mrs. W. Graham Boyce 

Maryland's .oldest horse and pony show 
official died last month, Elise Gillet Boyce 
succumbing to the infirmities of old age at 
her Bacon Hall Farm in Glencoe. In a 1979 
interview with a reporter for this magazine, 
Mrs. Boyce declared herself to be at that time 
92 years of age. 

Long a dominant force on the board of the 
Maryland Horse Shows Association, Mrs. 
Boyce is credited with being one of that or¬ 
ganization's founders in 1936. She was at 
different times a member of the MHSA's ex¬ 
ecutive committee, treasurer, president and 
(in the 1960's) became an honorary director 
for life. 

For 30 years Mrs. Boyce organized the Im¬ 
manuel Junior Horse and Pony Show for the 
benefit of the Immanuel Episcopal Church in 
Glencoe. That show, held at Bacon Hall 
Farm, was discontinued in 1976. 

Mrs. Boyce's finest show pony was 
Smokey Joe who won the American Horse 
Shows Association's national hunter pony 
championship for six consecutive years 
(1954-1959). During most of those years, 
Smokey Joe was ridden by Mrs. Boyce's 
grandson, William G. Boyce III. 

Born to great wealth, Mrs. Boyce was 
raised at Bacon Hall, a 250-acre farm which 
her father, Edward Gillet, had purchased 
when Mrs. Boyce was "3 or 4 years old." 

"It was so different when I was a young 
woman," Mrs. Boyce recalled in her 1979 
interview, "I had a cook, a butler and a nurse 
(for her five children). I never went near the 
kitchen; on the cook's day off the nurse had 
to take over the cooking. Young married 
people today couldn't live that way if they 
wanted to." 

After a youth spent largely out-of-doors, 
her education entrusted to governesses, 
Mrs. Boyce took over the running of Bacon 
Hall Farm at age 16. Her mother died that

year, the family dispersed and her father 
moved away from the farm. 

At age 18, the year of her debut, Mrs. 
Boyce married the late W. Graham Boyce, a 
Baltimore attorney who went on to become 
president of the Union Trust Company. Mr. 
Boyce, who was also treasurer of John Hop¬ 
kins University, died in 1942. 

In addition to show ponies, Mrs. Boyce 
bred Thoroughbreds (which were trained by 
her son L. Gittings Boyce) and schnauzer 
dogs. 

She had four sons: William Graham Boyce 
Jr.; Edward Gillet Boyce; L. Gittings Boyce 
and Lawrence P. Boyce, and one daughter, 
Elise Gillet Kelsey. Edward died in 1958 from 
a kidney injury suffered many years earlier 
while playing football on the Johns Hopkins 
team. 

Mrs. Boyce is additionally survived by 15 
grandchildren and 19 great-grandchildren. 

Edward P. Thomas 

Edward P. Thomas, the Senate minority 
leader in Maryland's General Assembly, 
died early this month after a three-year battle 
against cancer. Senator Thomas, 54, lived in 
Frederick and was a strong friend of the 
horse racing industry.

Senator Thomas survived nine major can¬ 
cer operations and was too ill to attend any of 
the 1983 sessions of the legislature. He re¬ 
mained influential, however, even in ab¬ 
sentia. 

Regarded as a mainstay of Maryland's Re¬ 
publican party. Senator Thomas enjoyed 
horse racing and was frequently called upon 
to support legislation beneficial to the in¬ 
dustry. His help was always forthcoming. 

A mild, pleasant and reasonable indi¬ 
vidual, the senator rarely rose to make 
speeches in the General Assembly. His in¬ 
fluence was felt in quiet conversations held 
in halls and offices. 

A native of Frederick, Senator Thomas is 
survived by his wife, Lois, and four chil¬ 
dren—Stephen, 29; Anne, 24; Sue, 18, and 
Patricia, 14. 

H.C. (Pete) Allnutt 

H.C. (Pete) Allnutt died last month at age 
66 following a long illness. A former owner- 
trainer-breeder, Mr. Allnutt had been a 


member of the Maryland Horse Breeders As¬ 
sociation for more than 25 years. 

Although he lived in Charles Town, Mr. 
Allnutt raced almost exclusively in Maryland 
during that period 25 years ago when he and 
his father, the late E.C. Allnutt, bred and 
raced a powerful half-mile stable headed by 
the good racemare Meetmenow. 

In addition to the MHBA, Mr. Allnutt 
was a member of the American Trainers As¬ 
sociation and the National Thoroughbred 
Trainers Association. 

He is survived by his wife Margery and 
two daughters, Mrs. Alvin Veirs and Mrs. 
Alan McCarron. 

Reginald N. Webster 

Reginald N. Webster, breeder and owner 
of the top Maryland-bred champion Pearl 
Necklace, died last month in Florida at age 
85. He was a resident of Palm Beach. 

Mr. Webster, who was born in Ireland, 
supported racing and breeding in many ca- 
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parities. A member of The Jockey Qub since 
1966, he served as president of the Thor¬ 
oughbred Owners and Breeders Association 
in 1965. He was also a former director of the 
Grayson Foundation and a member of the 
Turf and Field Club. 

In 1975 he was elected vice-president of 
the New York division of the Horsemen's 
Benevolent and Protective Association and 
in that position urged the creation of pension 
plans and hospitalization programs for back- 
stretch employees. 

His best race horses were Quill (champion 
2-year-old filly of 1958), Amberoid (winner 
of the 1966 Belmont Stakes), Martial (winner 
of the English 2,000 Guineas in 1960), Gay 
Style (topweighted grass filly or mare in the 
Daily Racing Form's 1975 Free Handicap) and 
Pearl Necklace (champion Maryand-bred 3- 
year-old filly of 1977, champion Maryland- 
bred filly or mare of 1979 and champion 
Maryland-bred turf runner of 1979). Pearl 
Necklace is the second greatest money-win¬ 
ning Maryland-bred racemare of all time 
with earnings of $737,862.

William R. Goodman 
Newest Appointee to 
Radng Commission 


The man appointed by Governor Hughes 
to succeed J. Neil McCardell in July as a 
member of the Thoroughbred Board of the 
Maryland Racing Commission is a 52-year- 
old attorney and fire insurance adjuster from 
Baltimore county. 

William R. Goodman is a former racehorse 
owner and is a frequent visitor to the tracks 
''as a fan and $2 bettor." Perhaps his interest 
in racing is best illustrated by the fact that he 
enrolled several years ago in a series of semi¬ 
nars conducted for racing fans by Dr. Robert 
Lawrence, a staff member of the University 
of Maryland. 

Mr. Goodman is a friend of the Maryland 
senate's president, Melvin (Mickey) Stein¬ 
berg. He is also a civic minded individual 
who recently lost an election for a seat on the 
Baltimore County Council. He has served on 
more than 15 civic boards, almost all of them 
without pay. 

Although he does not profess to have a 
profound knowledge of the racing industry, 
Mr. Goodman does feel that the state's big¬ 
gest racing problem today is the lack of a 
mile-track circuit. 

Says Goodman: "Timonium's 42-day 
meeting causes horsemen to leave the state 
during the late summer. With Delaware Park 
closed, those who leave the state this year 
may stay away for a long time. There are 
alternatives to closing down Timonium's

race meeting. They could, for example, re¬ 
duce their dates to ten days to coincide with 
the fair. Horsemen wouldn't mind a ten-day 
break in the mile-track circuit. Or they could 
operate at the same time Bowie and Laurel 
are running. They don't have to close. But 
the state does need a continuous (or nearly 
continuous) mile-track circuit." 

Mr. Goodman, who lives at 7811 Park 
Heights avenue, has lived in Baltimore coun¬ 
ty for 25 years. He and his wife, Alice, have 
three children, ages 27, 23 and 19. 

A 1949 graduate of Baltimore City College, 
Mr. Goodman graduated from the Univer¬ 
sity of Maryland in 1952 and received his law 
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degree three years later after attending the 
University of Baltimore's law school at night 
while working during the days. 

He is vice-president of the Goodman- 
Gable-Gould Company which specializes in 
the appraisal and adjustment of fire losses to 
real and personal property. His firm repre¬ 
sents policy holders, not insurance compa¬ 
nies. The G-G-G Company has offices in 
Towson and Rockville and employs 25 per¬ 
sons. 

Additionally, Mr. Goodman is president 
of Professional Car Leasing, Ltd. 

Born in Staunton (Va.), Mr. Goodman has 
spent all but the first two years of his life in 
either Baltimore city or Baltimore county. 

Asked why he accepted the appointment 
to such a low-paying ($3,500 per annum) job, 
Mr. Goodman said that he felt he could be of 
assistance to the racing industry. "Mary¬ 
land's horse racing needs somebody who 
has good basic business experience," he re¬ 
plied. "I think I fit that role." 

Several years ago Mr. Goodman owned a 
horse (Hartfelt Hello) in partnership with 
Ben Susserman. The partnership had two 
trainers, John DiNatale and Mel Gross. 

"We had the horse two years," says the 
new commissioner, "and I became fond of 
him. Fed him carrots, that sort of thing. Then 
we lost him in a claiming race. I was upset, 
and I knew then that claiming races were not 
to my liking. But I can't afford to buy a stake 
horse. So that's why I never replaced Hart- 
felt Hello." 

Mr. Goodman has never met the other 
four members of the Maryland Racing Com¬ 
mission (Bob Banning, chairman; Kenneth 
Proctor, Ralph Powers, Bill Furey), but he 
has known Governor Hughes for many 
years. "I was a member," he explains, "of 
the Board of Review of the Department of 
Transportation (1971-1976) when Harry 
Hughes was secretary of the department." 

Asked if he had developed any guidelines 
from his work on the other commissions and 
departments on which he has served, Mr. 
Goodman said: "Well, I always try to protect 
tradition except when it gets in the way of 
realism." □

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President's 

Report 


r\ meeting of the Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association's Board of Directors was held 
February 22, 1983, in the MHBA's offices at 
201 West Padonia Road, Timonium, Md. 

The president, Kimball C. Firestone, 
called the meeting to order at 7:15 p.m. 


Present were: J. William Boniface, Frank 
A. Bonsai Jr., William G. Christmas, Hal 
C.B. Clagett, Kimball C. Firestone, Janon 
Fisher III, Joseph B. Hickey Jr., James F. 
Lewis III, J.W.Y. Martin Jr., John B. Merry- 
man, Betty Shea Miller, Katharine M. Voss. 

Absent were: Fendall M. Clagett, Jerold C. 
Hoffberger, Douglas R. Small. 

The president began the meeting by intro¬ 
ducing to his fellow directors four invited 
guests who were to speak on behalf of the 
Virginia-Maryland Regional College of Vet¬ 
erinary Medicine. The guests were: Danny 
Van Clief, champaign chairman; Lynford 
Kautz, campaign manager; Dr. Robert Ham¬ 
mond, representing the University of Mary¬ 
land, and Charles Forbes, vice president of 
Virginia Tech. 

Mr. Van Clief, after being introduced, in¬ 
formed the board that the purpose of his 
presentation was to acquire funds for the 
new regional veterinary college located in 
Virginia. Annually, Mr. Van Clief noted, 50 
students are admitted to the freshman class 
from Virginia and 30 from Maryland. Mr. 
Kautz next showed a 15-minute promotional 
film on the veterinary college. Dr. Ham¬ 
mond spoke following the film and Mr. 
Forbes concluded the presentation. Goal of 
the speakers was to raise $2 million in Mary¬ 
land for the veterinary college and its satel¬ 
lite, the Marion duPont Scott Equine Medical 
Center. This $2 million would be used as a 
portion of the matching funds needed for an 


$8 million grant provided by the state of Vir¬ 
ginia. The presentation lasted until 8:15 p.m. 

After the guests departed, the directors 
discussed the regional veterinary college in 
highly favorable terms. Mr. Christmas said: 
"We shouldn't walk away from this meeting 
with the thought that somebody else will 
take care of raising the money. It's bigger 
than just the horse industry. We'll have to 
organize to reach the cow people, chickens— 
everybody with animals. The Breeders 
should contribute, and the Maryland Sales 
Agency will definitely contribute." The pres¬ 
ident expressed approval of Christmas' sen¬ 
timents and promised the MHBA's support. 

As first matter of regular business, the 
president asked that minutes of the last 
meeting be approved, they having earlier 
been mailed to all directors. Mr. Clagett so 
moved, seconded by Mr. Merryman. 

The president asked Mrs. Miller for her 
Treasurer's report. 

Mrs. Miller stated that the third quarter of 
our fiscal year ended December 31, and we 
are substantially ahead of our budget. She 
gave further details which indicated the or¬ 
ganization's financial condition is good. 

The president next called on Mr. Boniface 
for his Sales Committee report. Boniface said 
that his full committee had held no meetings 
since the last Board meeting but that he had 
held a meeting of the sub-committee known 
as the Sales Complex Building Committee. 
Boniface noted that the sub-committee had 
examined several sites and planned to look 
at others on March 3. 

There next followed discussion on the 
evaluation and selection of 2-year-olds for 
the select auction to be held at Timonium on 
May 22. Boniface said he would hold a meet¬ 
ing of his full committee on March 4 to pick 
the best nominees for that sale. Hopefully, 
those rejected will be sold in the April 10 
auction at Timonium. 

Boniface next reported that despite the 
worst snow storm to hit Maryland in several 
years, the February auction had been highly 
successful. Although 23 inches fell on Fri¬ 
day, the Maryland Sales Agency was able to 
conduct sales on both Sunday and Monday. 
The Monday session had been scheduled for 
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Kim Firestone 

the previous Saturday but the tremendously 
deep snow had made a Saturday sale totally 
out of the question. Despite the weather and 
roads, a good crowd was on hand for the 
Sunday session. The two sessions (Sunday 
and Monday) found 252 horses selling for 
$1,880,300, an average of $7,461. In addition, 
80 head went through the ring and were 
returned to their consignors as RNA's. 

The president next called on Ms. Voss for a 
report of her Legislative Committee. Ms. 
Voss said that the bills proposed and the bills 
endorsed by the MHBA would soon have 
committee hearings. She urged any director 
who wished to speak at these hearings to let 
her know so that she could coordinate a 
speaker's schedule. The House bills will be 
heard by Ways and Means at 1 p.m. on 
March 1, and the Senate bills by the Senate 
Finance at 1 p.m. on March 3. 

The president next noted that a settlement 
had been reached in the Breeder Bonus con¬ 
troversy between Mrs. Moreland and Mrs. 
Malloy pertaining to the horse Gentry's Im¬ 
age. The general manager read a letter from 
the MHBA's attorney, Bruce Carter, in 
which he urged the Board to endorse the 
settlement. Ms. Voss moved (seconded by 
Mr. Hickey) that the MHBA give its official 
sanction of the settlement. The motion car¬ 
ried unanimously. Mr. Firestone then signed 
the necessary documents with Mrs. Miller 
signing as a witness to his signature. 

The president next read a letter from Gov¬ 
ernor Hughes in which he thanked Mr. Fire¬ 
stone for his letter in which he had proposed 
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the names of several persons for appoint¬ 
ment to the Maryland Racing Commission. 

The general manager next reported on the 
two Multiple Sclerosis programs in which 
the MHBA is involved. He stated that the 
Bowie program had been held on February 

18, and that the MHBA's gift of $1,000 had 
been paid. Carter said he attended the pro¬ 
gram which was held in the Directors' 
Lounge at Bowie and went to the winner's 
circle for the ninth race—the race designated 
for the MHBA and the HBPA. Regarding the 
Pimlico program (April 22), the MHBA is 
sponsoring a stallion service auction for 
which more than 50 stallions have been 
nominated. He promised a full report on the 
Pimlico program at the Board's next meeting. 

The president next asked approval of the 
following dates for MHBA functions: An¬ 
nual business meeting. May 3; annual 
awards dinner at the Green Spring Inn, May 
23; annual yearling show at Timonium, June 

19. The directors unanimously approved 
these dates. There followed a discussion on 
the annual business meeting. Mr. Hickey 
said that attendance at that meeting has been 
most disappointing and urged that steps be 
taken to increase the members' interest in 
that meeting. It was decided to hold the 
meeting at 11 a.m. at the new Holiday Inn in 
Timonium with lunch available at $5 per 
head. Also a speaker would be sought. 

Mr. Merryman informed the Board that 
the Timonium directors would like sugges¬ 
tions from the MHBA regarding how the 
track can best be used in 1984 and years 
subsequent. He said the 1983 race meeting is 
definite, but that it is possible some or all of 
the dates may be transferred to a mile track in 
1984. He said that should this happen, he 
thinks the stable area and race track should 
be retained for training purposes. He also 
said that sales at Timonium should be con¬ 
tinued. He urged all directors to think about 
the Timonium problem and to make recom¬ 
mendations to him or the management of the 
fair grounds. 

There being no further business before the 
Board, the meeting adjourned at 10:25 p.m. 
on a motion by Mr. Lewis, seconded by Mr. 
Martin. □ 
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Nothing speaks of a Maryland spring 
more eloquently than the advent of the tim¬ 
ber racing season. Devoted followers dig the 
ice coolers from the closet, polish the mint 
julep cups and gather the first daffodils to 
garnish their picnics. 

For most of the competitors, spring started 
last October with a full season of foxhunting. 
At the very latest, December's thoughts of 
Christmas quickly faded before January's 
plans for April. From Virginia to Pennsyl¬ 
vania, timber horses and their riders went 
into training. 

In an attempt to determine how these 
horses are progressing, this reporter made 
some telephone calls and submits the follow¬ 
ing report. 
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Appolinax 

This handsome gray gelding, owned by 
George L. Ohrstrom of The Plains, Va., fin¬ 
ished third last year in one of the most close¬ 
ly contested Maryland Hunt Cups ever. As 
in years past, the 12-year-old son of Festive 
Dancer is trained by Mrs. Betty Bird of Penn¬ 
sylvania. Mrs. Bird indicates that Appolinax 
is training well and she expects to start him at 
Blue Ridge in Berryville, Va., go on to Penn¬ 
sylvania for Mr. Stewart's Cheshire Fox¬ 
hounds Point-to-Point, and then to Mary¬ 
land for Elkridge-Harford, the Grand Na¬ 
tional and another go at the Maryland Hunt 
Cup. 

Unfortunately, the regular rider for Ap¬ 
polinax, John Coles, is sidelined with a back 
injury. No new rider has yet been appointed. 
According to Mrs. Bird, the choice of jockey 
is critical because Appolinax "is nervous and 
can be a problem. If everything goes well, 
then he jumps well, too." Appolinax's 
strongest point is his staying power and the 
grueling four miles of the Maryland Hunt 
Cup seem to suit him well. 

Noted steeplechase trainer D. Michael 
Smithwick remarked, "Td come out of re¬ 
tirement to ride that horse." 

Art Dom 

"We're getting him ready," declares own¬ 
er Mrs. E.J. Todd of Monkton, Md. "He's 
been going beautifully." 

John Bosley, Art Dorn's rider and trainer, 
indicates that condihoning began the first 
week in January with long, slow work. Bos¬ 
ley says that he doesn't usually hunt the big, 
bay gelding, "although I think it would be 
good for his disposition," because Art Dom 
always "has his mind on running." 

This horse, who races in blinkers, is now 
11 years old and has the advantage of experi¬ 
ence over the big fences. Bosley describes his 
mount as a good jumper with great stamina. 
"He's a rugged type of horse," confirms 
Johnny. "And he likes to run." 

Bosley expects to start his charge several 
times before the Maryland Hunt Cup and 
feels the horse "can handle as much as I want 
to give him." His first race will probably be 
Howard County where in 1982 Art Dom fin- 
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ished third to Squarely Rich and Maryland 
Hunt Cup winner-to-be Tong. From there, 
the pair will go to the Grand National and 
then to the Maryland Hunt Cup. 

This will be Art Dorn's third experience 
over the demanding obstacles at Glyndon. 
In 1980 he completed the course, but in '81 
and '82 Art Dom fell at the formidable third 
fence. 

Beech Prince 

Twice in three years. Jack S. Griswold's 
Beech Prince was beaten in the Maryland 
Hunt Cup when victory seemed assured. In 
1980 the lovely bay gelding led for the entire 
race, only to be overtaken in the stretch by 
Mrs. Miles Valentine's Cancottage. In 1982 
Beech Prince was engaged in a head-to-head 
drive with Appolinax when Turney Mc- 
Knight's Tong appeared as if from nowhere 
and beat them both. 

Beech Prince's trainer, D. Michael Smith¬ 
wick, explains that there are some concerns 
about soundness with the 13-year-old geld¬ 
ing. "He might have had a little bit of a leg 
after Fair Hill (1982)," says Smithwick. 
Owner Jay Griswold specifies that the condi¬ 
tioning of the horse is centered around long, 
slow jogging that began about the middle of 
December. Because of his age and the ques¬ 
tion of his soundness, the son of *Beechpark 
will probably run only once before his at¬ 
tempt at the Maryland Hunt Cup. 

Nevertheless, 41-year-old Griswold de¬ 
scribes his horse as "old and crafty, the 
smartest horse Tve ever seen. And he loves 
the Hunt Cup. Besides, this is my fourteenth 
try in the race and Beech Prince's third. Be¬ 
tween us, we have 54 years (in age) of com¬ 
bined experience." 

Blaze Miller 

Mrs. Herman B. Wagner's Blaze Miller 
was second to Cancottage in the 1981 run¬ 
ning of the Maryland Hunt Cup and, while 
he finished the course in 1982, that race was a 
decided disappointment to his trainer, Mrs. 
Nancy Miller. 

"The only time I've known Blaze to run a 
bad race was last year's Hunt Cup. He got a 
gravel and we lost about three weeks. But it 
took more out of him than I had thought." 
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Timber continued 

Because of the injury. Blaze Miller's prep¬ 
aration had required running him the previ¬ 
ous week in the Benjamin H. Murray Memo¬ 
rial at Butler. Although Blaze Miller won that 
race, Mrs. Miller continues, "This created a 
problem for us because he (Blaze) doesn't 
like his races run too close together. Basi¬ 
cally, he's a tough survivor and very athletic. 
There are lots of horses with better form, but 
he tries the hardest." 

Jay Meister, a 21-year-old college student 
from Pennsylvania, will again have the ride 
on Blaze Miller and the non-Thoroughbred 
gelding is expected to start at Mr. Stewart's 
Cheshire Foxhounds Point-to-Point, and 
then possibly stop in for My Lady's Manor 
enroute to the Maryland Hunt Cup. 


Cancottage 

Cancottage, an English-bred, is owned by 
Mrs. Miles Valentine, trained by her daugh¬ 
ter Mrs. P.F.N. Fanning, and ridden by 
granddaughter Mrs. Russell Carrier. Winner 
of the Maryland Hunt Cup in 1980 and 1981 
aboard Cancottage, Joy Slater Carrier earned 
herself a place in Hunt Cup history as the 
first woman to win the world's toughest tim¬ 
ber race. 

In 1982 Cancottage was sidelined with an 
injury and, at 13, in 1983 he will be one of the 
older horses in the race. However, Mrs. Fan¬ 
ning does not see age as a relevant factor in 
this case. Her horse was not broken unhl he 
was 5 and didn't race until he was 8. "He's 
also a wonderful hunter," states Mrs. Fan¬ 
ning with enthusiasm. "He loves to jump big 
fences and he's a fierce competitor." 

This year Cancottage's regular jockey, Joy 
Carrier, will be in England at the beginning 
of the timber season. She is preparing to ride 
her husband's horse. Kings Spruce (winner 
of the 1982 Irish Grand National) in the Eng¬ 
lish Grand National at Ain tree. Kings Spruce 
is presently rated fourth favorite for the Eng¬ 
lish classic and is expected to carry one of the 
high weights. In the meantime, Cancottage 
will be ridden in the early season races by 
United States Equestrian Team gold medal 
winner Bruce Davidson. Joy Carrier will re¬ 
turn to pilot Cancottage for the Hunt Cup.

Sam Son of a Gun 

W. Wallace Lanahan Jr.'s Sam Son of a 
Gun "deserves to win the Maryland Hunt 
Cup," according to his trainer Louis (Paddy) 
Neilson. Indeed, the horse's record is an il¬ 
lustrious one: three wins in three years at the 
Manor, two Pennsylvania Hunt Cups, two 
New Jersey Hunt Cups, the Virginia Gold 
Cup in 1979 and fourth in the Maryland 
Hunt Cup in 1982. 

This year Sam will be ridden by veteran 
jockey R. Penn-Smith (Buzz) Hannum. Sam 
Son of a Gun is now 10 years old and Neilson 
expects the son of Hagley and Miz Lulu Belle 
to be at the peak of his career. "Sam can be a 
little temperamental," explains Neilson. 
"He's a very bright horse. But sometimes he 
likes what he is doing, and sometimes he 
would rather be in the bam." 

Nielson is preparing to start Sam Son of a 
Gun at Cheshire in Pennsylvania and then 
bring him south to Maryland for the Manor 
and culminate with the Hunt Cup. "If you're 
training up to the Maryland Hunt Cup, you 
have to plan that schedule very carefully. 
The Hunt Cup always takes more out of 
them than you think. If Sam stays sound and 
has a real good day, they'll have something 
to beat." 

Squarely Rich 

Squarely Rich, owned and ridden by 
Douglas Worrall, is in the unusual position 
of being the full brother to another Maryland 
Hunt Cup hopeful. Treasure Island. Both are 
burnished bay geldings by ’^Monterrico II out 
of Small Square. 

Second at Howard County in 1981 and 
winner there in 1982 over subsequent Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup victor Tong, Squarely Rich is 
looking for experience over the big fences 
this year. He has been hunted all season with 
the Green Spring Valley Hounds and is ex¬ 
pected to start over timber at Howard Coun¬ 
ty, then move on to the Grand National and 
the Maryland Hunt Cup. 

Worrall declares, "Bmce (Squarely Rich's 
bam name) has been sound all winter, but I 
stopped with him last year after Howard 
County because of some tendonitis. Right 
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Timber continued 

now, he's getting long, slow work and I may 
try swimming him. Swimming is an excel¬ 
lent pulmonary-vascular exercise, but it 
doesn't put the same stress on the muscles as 
running. However, you can't give up on the 
galloping. Supplementing the galloping 
with swimming, though, is something to 
consider." 

At 44, Worrall is certainly the oldest of the 
jockeys, but he feels that 9-year-old Squarely 
Rich's superior jumping ability and his "kick 
at the end" will carry the old man along. "If 
the jockey and the horse are both sound, 
we'll go!" 

Tong 

"Tong will not run this spring. He's all 
right," owner/rider Turney McF^iight has¬ 
tens to add, "but he needs more time." 

The absence of the compact 9-year-old 
dark bay gelding by The Hammer out of 
High Karat will disappoint the many fans 
who, in 1982, thrilled to one of the most 
exciting Maryland Hunt Cup finishes in 
years. Jumping flawlessly, Tong ran with the 
pack until the sixteenth fence when he 
moved into second place behind Beech 
Prince. At the eighteenth, Appolinax put on 
his mighty drive, passing Tong and moving 
on the front horse. Seven lengths behind the 
leaders, McKnight's big bay put heart and 
soul into his flight over the last obstacle and 
barreled across the finish line, beating Beech 
Prince and Appolinax by only a neck. 

McKnight notes that he has several new¬ 
comers to debut over timber this spring, but 
he would rather not sing their praises pre¬ 
maturely. "Let's just let them speak for 
themselves," he decides. 

Treasure Island 

Mrs. William Whitescarver's Treasure Is¬ 
land will be piloted this year by well-known 
timber jockey Charles Fenwick. Fenwick, 
who probably could have had his choice of 
several mounts, is quite high on the 8-year- 
old gelding. "I think he's a very genuine 
animal. He's an above average jumper with 
excellent staying power." 

In 1982 Treasure Island won the 80th run¬ 
ning of Maryland's Grand National over Jay 
Griswold's Beech Prince. In his first attempt 
at the Maryland Hunt Cup, however, he was 


not so fortunate, falling with rider Buzz Han- 
num at the seventh fence. This year, after a 
winter of showing, eventing and hunting at 
Jack Sledding's, Fenwick expects the young 
horse to be ready. The big bay will probably 
start the season at Howard County and then 
go on to Elkridge-Harford before his second 
try at the Maryland Hunt Cup. 

In the wings ... 

As with any sport, there are always other 
competitors, just as eager and often young¬ 
er, waiting in the wings. 

From Charlie Fenwick's contingent race¬ 
goers may expect to see Mrs. Donald Cul¬ 
ver's 6-year-old Pick a Repeater. He ran five 
times in 1982, was second three times, third 
once and fourth once. Also in training is 
Achsah O'Donovan's High Deeds, winner of 
the 1982 Roedown Cup at the Marlborough 
Races in Davidsonville, Md. Star Tower 
(Walker-Wilson Stables) and Mrs. John D. 
Schapiro's Blue Barbizon are also being 
readied to run over timber. 

From the tutelage of D. Michael Smith- 
wick will come Irvin S. Naylor's Hamid, 
Walker-Wilson's MacKenzie River, and Jay 
Griswold's young horse. Tiger's Houdini. 

Mrs. P.F.N. Fanning plans to start Mrs. 
Robert Crompton's Don Largo, Mrs. Miles 
Valentine's Eriatsa, who won the Murray 
Memorial at Butler in 1981, and Foxbrook 
Farm's Double Antix, a winner over the 
Grand National course and at the Manor. 

Paddy Neilson's hopefuls include Beall- 
Thompson Stables' Road to Freedom and 
Mrs. John C. West's Poppy Blue. Also spec¬ 
tators can expect to get a look at Mrs. R.P.S. 
Hannum's Our Climber from Pennsylvania 
and, from Maryland, Edward A. Halle's Lit¬ 
tle Macoose. 

The possibilities for the 1983 timber season 
are extraordinary. However, with jumpers, 
the lessons learned are often hard ones. As 
well-known flat trainer Elliott Burch once 
said, "Back when I fussed with jumpers a 
sound horse was a horse with one bad ankle 
rather than two." 

Nevertheless, Mikey Smithwick sums up 
the expectations very simply, "If all those 
good horses come this year who are trying to 
come, it'll be a helluva Maryland Hunt 
Cup!" □

Since 1922, the course has remained fixed. Only the names of the property owners have changed. Mr. and 
Mrs. J. W. Y. Martin Jr. are the present owners, Mr. Martin having inherited the estate from his mother who 
died in 1977. Mrs. Martin Sr. and her late husband had purchased the propertv from Mr. Heiser.

Instructional Program 

The fifth USDF/Vioiet M. Hopkins Na¬ 
tional Seminar for Dressage Instructors will 
take place July 31 through August 12 at Un¬ 
ion Lake, Mich.

Adoption Fee Lowered 

The fee for adopting a wild horse through 
the Wild Horse and Burro Adoption Center 
in Lewisberry, Pa., has been lowered by $75, 
the U.S. Interior Department's Bureau of 
Land Management (BLM) announced last 
month. The fee drops from $290 to $215 for 
each wild horse, and remains $140 for each 
burro. 

"We are reducing the fee in response to 
public comments we received on our new 
adoption regulahons," BLM Eastern States 
Director G. Curtis Jones Jr. said. "By lower¬ 
ing the fee, we hope to increase the number 
of wild horses adopted, reduce the cost of 
the program to the government, and still 
discourage persons who might adopt merely 
for purposes of commercial gain." 

BLM opened the Lewisberry facility—the 
first of its kind on the East Coast—in July, 
1982, in order to make it more convenient for 
Easterners to participate in the adoption pro¬ 
gram. Since the center opened, adopters 
have come from as far away as Maine to pick 
up some 300 animals. 

Frank Goodlander, who operates the 
Lewisberry center under contract to BLM, 
said there are dozens of horses and burros 
currently at the center to choose from, but 
added that he expects demand for the ani¬ 
mals to jump with the reduction of the fee. 

The regulations lowering the fee also re¬ 
quire potential adopters to submit a nonre- 
fundable $25 advance payment with their 
applications. The advance payment will be 
applied toward the adoption fee when the 
applicant picks up his or her animal. Accord¬ 
ing to Jones, the advance payment is being 
imposed in order to create a more reliable 
applicant list. In the past year, he said, less 
than one applicant in ten actually adopted an 
animal. 


Adopters who paid the $290 fee for a wild 
horse in Lewisberry will soon receive a $75 
refund from BLM. "That money could go a 
long way toward adopting another animal," 
said Jones, who hopes many past adopters 
will reinvest their refund in another horse, or 
perhaps their first burro. 

BLM began the adoption program nation¬ 
wide in 1976, as a means of reducing wild 
horse and burro herds that crowd over- 
grazed public lands in the West. Since then, 
more than 42,000 horses and burros have 
been placed with adopters in every state but 
Delaware and Hawaii. Wild horses can be 
gentled and trained for riding, farming and 
other non-commercial purposes for which 
domestic horses are used. Burros usually are 
adopted simply as pets, but also can be used 
as pack animals. 

Adopters, who may pick up as many as 
four wild horses or burros in a year, must 
have adequate facilities for their care. For the 
first year following the adoption, each ani¬ 
mal remains the property of the U.S. Gov¬ 
ernment. After that, if the animal has been 
cared for humanely, the adopter may apply 
to receive title from BLM.

Book Reviews 


King of the Roses 
By V.S. Anderson 

St. Martin's Press 
175 Fifth Avenue 
Neiu York, N.Y. 10010

No racing novel since the advent of Dick 
Francis's series of mysteries has captured my 
admiration like this book. Highly reminis¬ 
cent of Francis's work. King of the Roses is a 
mystery with a race track theme. It is the 
author's first novel, and it is excellent. 

Chris Englund is the hero. He is a jockey in 
his late 40's with five Kentucky Derby vic¬ 
tories to his credit. He seeks his sbcth tri¬ 
umph—but the fix is on. 

Much like the heroes of Francis's books, 
Englund is kicked, socked and shot by the 
bad guys. But he is a man of resolute charac¬ 
ter who can't be bribed. 

Chris Englund is obviously modeled after 
Bill Hartack. In fact as I read the book, I saw 
Hartack in my mind's eye on every page. 
And there were glimpses of Chick Lang, 
Keene Daingerfield, Bill Shoemaker and 
many other race track celebrities. But, of 
course, in the novel, everyone was given a 
fictitious name. 

To say that this novel is as good as one of 
Francis's would be the betrayal of a friend¬ 
ship that goes back nearly 20 years. I have 
always felt that Dick has no peer. Now I'm 
not so certain. V.S. Anderson (be the author 
a man or woman?) is first class and satisfac¬ 
torily authentic. 

The blurb on the book's back cover de¬ 
scribes the author in this fashion: "V.S. An¬ 
derson, bom in Atlanta, Georgia, has owned 
and trained over two dozen Thoroughbred 
horses and is now a riding instmctor based 
in Tampa, Florida." 

To those of you readers who enjoy Dick 
Francis, I rate King of the Roses a must.

30 Years Ago This Month 

Maryland Horse 

Reported. . . 

■ Shown on the cover was Sweet Cleo, win¬ 
ner of a division of the Hialeah Juvenile 
Stakes. The filly was bred by G. Ray Bryson, 
owner of Elray Farm, where Sweet Cleo's 
sire High Lea stood. Sweet Cleo—the third 
runner from Elray Farm to win the event— 
also placed in the Gulfstream Turf Club Din¬ 
ner Stakes that year. She was owned by 
A.W. Abbott whose colt Blue Man had won 
the Preakness in 1952. 

■ Humphrey Finney, for more than 15 years 
field secretary of the MHB A and editor of the 
Maryland Horse, resigned his posts to take 
over the management of the Fasig-Tipton 
Sales Company. Though Finney had to 
move to New York to start his new duties, he 
resolved to remain active with the MHBA in 
a consulting capacity. 

With Finney's departure the MHBA 
moved its headquarters from Finney's home 
on Dbcie Drive to 614 York Road. In an article 
reprinted from the Evening Sun William 
Boniface reflected on Finney's contribution 
to the state's Thoroughbred industry: 

"What 10 Downing Street is to British 
statesmen, 1 Dixie Drive is to Maryland 
horsemen. 

"Now, however, the 'prime minister' of 
Maryland's Thoroughbred industry is mov- 
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ing away. After March 1,1 Dixie Drive, Tow- 
son will cease to be the headquarters for 
Maryland's vast colony of men and women 
devoted to the Thoroughbred horse. 

". . . Many Maryland horsemen, especially 
the breeders, have relied on Finney for help, 
comfort, advice and sympathy since they en¬ 
tered racing and for a while they will be like 
foals at weaning time. They'll be lost and 
Finney will be greatly missed, to put it 
mildly." 

The Maryland Horse's new editor, Ra¬ 
leigh Burroughs, penned a verse tribute to 
Finney:

Get in touch with Mister Finney.

■ Joe Hickey Jr. began writing the monthly 
feature "The Racing Scene," taking over an 
assignment previously handled by Don 
Reed. In his first report, Hickey used the 
statistical report published by the National 
Association of State Racing Commissioners 
to measure the financial status of the indus¬ 
try in Maryland. Of the 24 states where rac¬ 
ing was legal Maryland ranked among the 
top eight in terms of attendance, wagering, 
purse distribution and revenue realized by 
the state. "Not bad," writes Hickey, "in view 
of the fact that Maryland's major racing per¬ 
iod (100 days) was shorter than those of the 
states ranking higher." New York and Cali¬ 
fornia were first and second respectively in 
all four categories. Altogether Maryland 
tracks contributed $6,456,971 to the state's 
coffers in 1952.
